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CONFUSION  ABOUT  2200  SECURITY  FIRINGS 
CONTINUES 

On  October  23,  1953,  James  C.  Hagerty,  White  House 
Press  Secretary,  announced  that  "during  the  first  four 
months'  operation  of  the  Employees  Security  Program  .  . 
1,456  Government  employees  have  been  separated  from 
the  Federal  service.’’  His  announcement  was  followed 
by  assertions  and  claims  that  this  was  proof  of  broad  in¬ 
filtration  of  communism  in  the  government  service,  and 
that  the  present  Administration  was  "cleaning  up  the 
mess.’’ 

Political  capital  was  made  of  this  announcement  by 
Governor  Dewey,  for  example,  in  an  address  in  December 
in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  later  by  Senator  McCarthy, 
who  further  added  that  "practically  all’’  of  the  1,456  had 
been  removed  "because  of  Communist  connections  and 
activities  or  perversion.’’  Questions  were  raised  regard¬ 
ing  the  inadequacy  of  these  figures  in  Newsletter  No.  121, 
dated  December  7,  1953*  However,  since  that  time,  the 
President  stated  in  his  State  of  the  Union  Message  that 
the  number  had  risen  to  2200  -  and  confusion  increased. 

Demands  arose  from  a  number  of  sources,  particularly 
from  members  of  Congress,  that  further  information  be 
given  as  to  the  categories  of  men  and  women  who  had 
been  fired.  Suspension  as  a  "security  risk’’ can  be  based 
on  a  number  of  grounds,  including  sex  deviation  or  other 
immorality,  drunkenness  and  habitual  loose  talk,  or  hav¬ 
ing  •  relatives  behind  the  Iron  Curtain,  thus  creating 
liability  for  blackmail.  "Loyalty’’  suspensions,  how¬ 
ever,  are  a  more  serious  matter  -  and  involve  the  suspi¬ 
cion  of  conspiratorial  or  treasonable  activities  or  asso¬ 
ciations.  The  question  naturally  occurred  as  to  how 
many  of  the  number  cited  were  actually  fired  on  grounds 
of  suspected  disloyalty.  This  was  an  important  question. 


Bricker  Resolution  Suffers  Major  Set¬ 
back  in  Senate 
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since  the  Administration’s  statements  created  the  im¬ 
pression  that  most  or  all  of  these  firings  were  on  grounds 
involving  disloyalty. 

The  breakdown  of  the  figures  was  withheld  for  a 
considerable  period  of  time  -  and  even  now,  is  extremely 
incomplete.  One  reason  is  probably  the  attitude  of  many 
officials  that  such  details  are  unimportant.  For  example. 
Chairman  Philip  Young  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
said  in  January,'  "I,  as  a  taxpayer,  am  not  interested  in 
whether  a  person  was  discharged  for  being  disloyal  or 
for  being  drunk,  and  I  don’t  think  the  average  person  is. 
I  just  want  to  know  that  we  are  getting  rid  of  this  type 
of  person  on  the  Government  payroll.’’  House  Majority 
Whip  Leslie  Arends  said  he  saw  "no  reason  or  no  pur¬ 
pose’’  for  giving  a  breakdown  of  the  exact  cause  for  the 
2200  firings. 

Many  Separations  Did  Not  Involve  Loyalty  or  Security 

A  number  of  newspapermen  who  were  not  satisfied 
with  this  reasoning,  however,  interviewed  security 
officers  in  various  agencies,  and  uncovered  some  sur¬ 
prising  information.  As  a  result  of  the  probing  of  L. 
Edgar  Prina  of  the  Washington  Star,  for  example,  it  was 
found  that: 

1)  Many  of  these  separations  reportedly  took  place  under 
normal  civil  service  procedures,  and  had  nothing 
whatsoever  to  do  with  loyalty  or  security.  Some  were 
normal  reduction  in  force  terminations.  Other  men 
and  women  left  voluntarily  to  take  non-governmental 
jobs.  A  few  cases  which  went  into  the  figures  were 
deaths. 

2)  The  total  includes  many  who  resigned  without  any 
knowledge  that  their  files  contained  derogatory  in¬ 
formation.  The  Alsop  brothers  assert  that  the  figure 
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includes  some  who  were  not  even  dismissed,  but 
were  transferred  to  other  agencies  while  being  in¬ 
vestigated,  and  subsequently  were  cleared. 

3)  James  Hagerty  himself  admitted  that  593  of  the  total 
were  men  and  women  about  whom  unfavorable  reports 
were  made  by  the  FBI,  and  who  resigned  without 
hearings.  In  many  cases,  a  resignation  seemed  wiser 
than  extended  hearings,  for  people  who  had  frequently 
been  heard  on  the  same  charges  once  or  even  twice 
before,  and  had  already  been  cleared.  These  hearings 
are  gruelling  and  legal  fees  are  expensive;  many 
prefer  resignation  to  a  second  or  third  repetition  of 
the  ordeal. 

Statements  by  Department  Heads  Account  for  1,195 

Up  to  March  1st,  some  breakdown  \yas  given  by  various 
department  heads,  accounting  for  a  total  of  1,195  persons, 
in  the  course  of  hearings  before  congressional  Appro¬ 
priations  Committees.  Here  are  the  figures  which  the 
editors  of  this  Newsletter  have  been  able  to  gather  to 
date,  from  The  Reporter  article  of  February  16,  and 
current  articles  in  Newsweek,  The  Washington  Star  and 
The  Washington  Post: 

1.  The  State  Department  released  534  persons  on 
"security”  grounds.  Security  Officer  Scott  McLeod 
admitted  in  a  closed  House  Appropriations  hearing 
that  no  Communists  have  been  found  in  the  State  De¬ 
partment  since  the  perjury  conviction  of  Alger  Hiss, 
and  that  only  11  of  the  firings  were  for  "loyalty" 
reasons.  In  addition,  7  of  the  11  cases  were  initiated 
under  Secretary  of  State  Acheson  and  only  4  by  new 
security  officers. 

2.  The  Post  Office  has  fired  166  persons  as  "security 
risks." 

3-  The  Treasury  has  accepted  the  resignations  of  131 
persons,  4  of  whom  have  been  fired  on  loyalty  grounds. 
The  first  114  of  these  people  were  released  under 
procedures  initiated  by  President  Truman,  rather  than 
because  of  actions  of  the  present  Administration. 

4.  The  Department  of  Justice  has  fired  8  persons  under 
the  Security  Program,  including  one  former  Communist 
cited  by  Attorney-General  Brownell. 

5.  The  Department  of  Agriculture,  according  to  Secretary 
Benson’s  statement  on  January  28,  has  removed  one 
former  member  of  the  Communist  Party  from  a  "non¬ 
sensitive  field  position." 

6.  The  Department  of  Commerce  has  severed  132  security 
cases,  including  23  "subversive”  suspects. 

7.  The  Overseas  Information  Agency  has  released  31 
employees  for  "security  reasons"  but  added  that 
"there  were  no  Communists  discovered.” 

8.  The  Navy  Department  has  released  192  people 
"about  whom  there  is  question.”  According  to  an 
article  by  Douglas  Cater  in  the  February  16  Reporter, 
the  Navy  had  prepared  a  press  release  stating  that 
8  civilians  had  been  fired  as  security  risks,  and  12 
more  suspended  on  the  same  grounds.  Before  this 
was  released,  the  Navy  was  informed  that  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  had  counted  192  for  the  Navy, 
rather  than  20.  After  nearly  a  month  of  conferring, 
during  which  it  became  apparent  that  the  Civil 
Service  categories  were  far  broader  than  the  Navy’s 
(for  example,  transfers,  matter  of  course  resignations. 
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etc,  as  discussed  above)  the  Navy  acquiesced  as 
stated. 

9.  The  Air  Force,  according  to  The  Reporter  article, 
rebelled  under  the  same  circumstances,  when  their 
figures  differed  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
A  press  release  was  cancelled,  and  no  figures  have 
been  released  to  date. 

Further  numerical  data  will  probably  appear  within  the 
next  few  months  -  in  the  meanwhile,  conjectures  and  ap¬ 
proximations  are  about  the  only  figures  available  in 
addition  to  the  above.  Senator  Wayne  Morse  on  February 
9  referred  to  the  situation  as  a  "big-lie  technique."  "If 
there  were  a  lot  of  Communists  among  those  released," 
he  said,  "why  doesn’t  the  administration  come  forward, 
give  an  exact  breakdown  and  tell  how  many?” 

Civil  Service  Gives  Partial  Breakdown 

On  March  2,  Philip  Young,  Chairman  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  said,  in  testifying  before  the  Senate 
Civil  Service  Commission,  that  the  number  of  firings  and 
resignations  has  now  grown  to  2427.  He  said  that  383  of 
that  number  had  some  kind  of  "subversive"  charge  in 
their  files,  but  admitted  that  this  "does  not  mean  there 
were  383  persons  fired  because  they  were  Communists... 
or  subversives.” 

He  went  on  to  say  that  he  was  not  talking  about  "legal 
proof"  for  these  accusations,  and  stressed  that  some  of 
the  383  "may  have  been  terminated  for  other  reasons." 
Finally,  he  said  that  he  did  not  know  how  many  had  been 
dismissed  and  how  many  had  resigned,  and  further,  did 
not  know  how  many  had  hearings,  or  how  many  had  re¬ 
signed  without  knowing  there  was  derogatory  information 
against  them. 

When  pressed  for  further  information,  Mr.  Young  said 
that  his  information  had  come  from  all  departments  but 
the  Army,  Air  Force,  Navy  and  Office  of  the  Secretary 
of  Defense,  whose  figures  are  not  yet  complete.  The 
departments  which  have  reported  list  383  cases  (19%)  of 
suspected  or  alleged  subversive  activities  or  associa- 
ations;  194  (10%)  indicating  suspicion  of  perversion; 
605  (30%)  indicating  conviction  of  felonies  or  misde¬ 
meanors;  and  1045  (40%)  in  all  other  categories.  These 
figures  contain  226  cases  of  duplication,  where  more  than 
one  charge  was  levied  against  the  individual. 

BILLS  AFFECTING  CERTAIN  INDIAN  TRIBES 
House  Concurrent  Resolution  108,  adopted  August  1, 
1953»  called  upon  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  sub¬ 
mit  legislation  to  terminate  federal  supervision  of  certain 
specified  groups  of  Indians.  The  deadline  of  January  1, 
1954  was  set.  In  those  five  months,  the  Department  wel¬ 
comed  a  new  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  drafted  ten 
bills,  consulted  with  the  tribes  involved,  and  published 
the  drafts.  The  tribes  affected  constitute  approximately 
70,000  Indians,  or  1/6  of  the  total  Indian  population. 

.  These  bills,  written  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
together  with  at  least  two  others  not  drafted  by  Interior, 
were  immediately  introduced  and  set  for  hearing  before  a 
joint  committee  of  the  House  and  Senate,  beginning 
February  15,  1954. 

The  proposed  legislation  is  complex.  The  bills  differ 
in  detail,  but  generally  they  provide  for  lifting  all  re¬ 
strictions  and  tax  exemptions,  and  eliminating  all  special 
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services  for  individual  Indians  within  a  specified  short 
period  of  time  following  passage.  They  give  the  tribes 
a  period  (running  from  3  months  to  about  3  years)  to 
determine  how  they  wish  to  operate  independently,  sug¬ 
gesting  certain  alternatives: 

(1)  That  the  assets  of  the  tribe  be  transferred  to  a  cor¬ 
poration  or  other  legal  entity  for  management; 

(2)  That  the  assets  be  transferred  to  a  trustee  or  trustees 
chosen  by  the  Secretary  of  Interior  for  management  or 
liquidation; 

(3)  division  of  the  assets  or  the  proceeds  thereof  among 
the  members  of  the  tribe. 

When  the  idea  was  first  proposed  to  the  Menominees 
(the  group  probably  best  able  to  function  under  it),  they 
objected  strenuously  to  the  time  elements  then  proposed, 
which  would  have  given  them  only  about  six  months  in 
which  to  make  their  plans,  and  would  terminate  all  federal 
supervision  in  less  than  2^  years.  The  new  Menominee 
I  bill  extends  those  limits  and  is  possibly  acceptable  to 
that  group  now.  Groups  much  less  advanced  than  the 
Menominees,  however,  would  have  even  less  time  if  the 
i  bills  should  pass  as  drafted. 

!  Included  in  the  groups  to  be  "freed”  are  the  Seminoles 
I  of  Florida,  who  plead  that  they  had  no  school  until  1940 
I  and  that  to  date  only  3  or  4  children  have  completed  high 
I  school.  They  urge  the  need  for  further  federal  aid  before 
I  they  are  asked  to  fend  for  themselves.  Also  included  are 
the  Turtle  Mountain  Band  of  Chippewas  whose  unrelieved 
poverty  poses  a  problem  to  the  state.  The  Turtle  Moun¬ 
tain  bill  does  attempt  rehabilitation  by  a  mass  relocation 
program,  but  none  of  the  other  bills  contain  such  pro- 
!  visions. 

j  The  step  to  be  taken  is  a  drastic  one.  Already  it  has 
I  been  shown  that  it  is  not  limited  to  the  tribes  named  in 
H.Con.Res.  108;  similar  bills  dealing  with  other  tribes 
are  now  being  drafted.  The  greatest  danger  is  the  desire 
of  Congress  to  accomplish  termination  of  federal  authori¬ 
ty  as  quickly  as  possible.  It  is  doubtful  that  many  of 
the  tribes  affected  understand  the  full  import  of  the  bills. 
In  the  five  month  period  during  which  consultations  with 
the  tribes  were  conducted,  it  was  nearly  impossible  to 
give  the  proposals  the  consideration  which  they  deserve. 
The  plans,  good  or  bad,  deserve  intense  study  and  more 
time  for  those  affected  and  those  interested  to  understand 
their  implications. 

Although  gradual  withdrawal  of  governmental  super¬ 
vision  and  subsidy  of  Indian  affairs  is  a  desirable  long 
term  goal,  the  so-called  "emancipation”  efforts  of  the 
present  Congress  and  administration  do  not  seem  to  be  in 
the  best  interest  of  all  Indian  groups.  The  assumption 
that  state  goverrunents  will  assume  responsibility  where 
protection  of  Indian  rights  and  welfare  assistance  are 
needed  is  ill  founded.  The  likelihood  is  that  many  states 
will  not  accept  this  responsibility,  or  if  they  do,  they 
wiU  not  discharge  their  obligation  with  the  same  degree 
of  wisdom  and  efficiency  as  has  the  federal  government.

I  Affairs  Subcommittee.  Delegations  of  see  the  Indian 
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Commissioner  and  members  of  ihc  t  committees  wou'd 
also  be  in  order. 

AFSC  TESTIFIES  ON  SENATE  FEPC  BELT 

The  Civil  Rights  Sub-Committee  of  the  Senate  CximirU- 
tee  on  Labor  and  Public  Welfare,  tmder  die  Chairmanship 
of  Senator  Irving  Ives  of  New  York,  has  been  holding 
hearings  on  S.  692,  a  bill  introduced  by  Senator  Ives  and 
18  others,  to  prohibit  discrimination  in  employment.  A 
similar  bill  had  been  introduced  in  the  last  Congress  by 
Senator  Humphrey  of  Minnesota  and  others.  This  bill 
provides  for  a  Commission  with  enforcement  powers,  in 
contrast  to  S.  1,  intrcxluced  by  Senator  Dirsen  of  Illinois, 
which  only  provides  for  "promoting”  the  observance  of 
non-discrimination  in  employment.  The  latter  bill  was 
referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

Thelma  Babbitt,  testifying  for  the  American  Friends 
Service  Committee  on  February  24,  stated  that  the  AFSC 
had  found  that  the  urging  of  businessmen  to  pursue  non- 
discriminatory  hiring  policies  was  not,  in  itself,  enough. 
The  American  Friends  Service  Committee  has  been  work¬ 
ing  witli  employers  and  stressing  the  need  for  employment 
purely  on  the  basis  of  merit,  in  a  number  of  American 
cities  in  both  the  north  and  south  since  1943.  She  stated, 
in  part;  "The  voluntary  approach  is  helpful,  at  times, 
and  in  some  places  useful,  but  is  entirely  inadequate.” 

Among  other  illustrations  in  support  of  her  negative 
answer  to  the  question  "Is  the  Voluntary  Approach 
Sufficient?”,  Miss  Babbitt  told  of  a  large  Northern  City 
which  in  1948  under  the  leadership  of  its  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  its  Mayor  started  a  "Cooperative  Employ¬ 
ment  Practices  Plan”,  designed  to  encourage  local  busi¬ 
ness  by  education  and  moral  and  economic  persuasion  to 
adopt  a  non-dis criminatory  employment  policy.  For  some 
time  this  attempt  was  pushed,  but  its  failure  was  finally 
recognized.  Then  a  city  ordinance  was  passed  estab¬ 
lishing  a  non-discriminatory  policy  with  enforcement 
powers  to  a  commission.  Two  years  later  the  Head  of 
the  Community  Relations  Board  stated  that  this  ordinance 
was  responsible  for  several  thousand  minority-group 
persons  being  employed  in  jobs  never  before  -pen  to  them, 
and  that  diey  were  employed  by  companies  formerly  ex¬ 
cluding  minority-group  employees  entirely. 

There  has  been  much  other  testimony  before  the  Ives 
Committee  which  indicated  scepticism  at  die  helpfulness 
of  "educational”  as  opposed  to  "enforcing”  laws.  How¬ 
ever,  even  if  the  Ives  Bill  is  approved  by  the  Committee, 
there  is  little  likelihood  of  favorable  action  on  the  part 
of  Senate  leaders  in  bringing  such  a  bill  up  for  consider¬ 
ation,  since  a  filibuster  on  the  bill  would  probably  result.

FULLBRIGHT  CASTS  LONE  VOTE  AGAINST 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  MCCARTHY  COMMITTEE 

On  February  2,  the  Senate  approved  funds  in  excess 
of  1214,000  for  the  Committee  on  Government  Operations 
to  be  used  by  its  Permanent  Investigations  Subcommittee, 
by  a  vote  of  85  to  1.  The  lone  negative  vote  was  cast 
by  Senator  J.  William  Fulbright  of  Arkansas.  , 

Senator  Allen  J.  Ellender  of  Louisiana  spoke  at  length 
on  the  abuses  of  the  Committee,  which  is  chaired  by 
Senator  Joseph  McCarthy,  and  said  that  the  committee 
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duplicated  the  work  of  the  other  committees.  He  pro¬ 
posed  that  all  probes  for  subversives  by  handled  by  the 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee  and  its  Internal  Security 
Subcommittee.  However,  when  the  issue  came  to  a  vote, 
he  approved  the  appropriation. 

The  Progressive,  a  magazine  founded  by  the  La 
Follettes,  (Madison,  Wisconsin),  which  has  long  opposed 
unfair  tactics  in  both  the  House  and  the  Senate,  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  itsApfil  issue  will  be  a  96-page  documented 
study  of  the  Wisconsin  Senator. 

NO  HEARINGS  YET  SCHEDULED  ON  HOUSE 

DISARMAMENT  RESOLUTIONS;  CONFERENCE 
TO  BE  HELD  MARCH  24’ 26  ON  WORLD 
DISARMAMENT  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

No  hearings  have  been  scheduled. as  yet  on  H.Con. 
Res.  132  and  H.Con.Res.  133,  introduced  last  July  by 
Congressmen  Leslie  Arends,  Brooks  Hays,  and  50  other 
Representatives.  These  resolutions  are  pending  before 
the  House  Foreign  Affairs  Committee. 

A  Conference  on  World  Disarmament  and  Development 
will  be  held  in  New  York,  March  24-26,  to  study  back¬ 
ground  problems  and  means  of  achieving  enforceable 
universal  disarmament,  and  utilizing  savings  for  peace¬ 
time  economic  development.  Speakers  will  include  Ernest 
Gross,  Norman  Cousins,  and  Walter  Van  Kirk.  For  infor¬ 
mation,  write  to  Conference  on  World  Disarmament  arid 
Development,  Carnegie  International  Center,  Room  609, 
345  East  46th  Street,  New  York  17,  New  York. 

BRICKER  RESOLUTION  SUFFERS  MAJOR  SETBACK 
IN  SENATE 

After  five  weeks  of  debate  and  futile  attempts  to  reach 
a  compromise  between  the  Administration  and  determined 
sponsors  of  the  proposed  treaty-curbing  amendment  to 
the  Constitution,  the  Bricker  Resolution  was  defeated  by 
a  vote  of  60  for,  31  against.  This  was  one  vote  short  of 
the  two-thirds  needed  to  pass  a  resolution  proposing  a 
constitutional  amendment. 

The  vote  was  made  on  February  26,  on  Senator  Walter 
George’s  substitute  proposal,  which  would  have  required 
Congressional  action  for  any  international  agreement 
other  dian  a  treaty  to  become  internal  law.  Thirty-two 
Republicans  and  28  Democrats  voted  for  the  substitute, 
while  14  Republicans,  16  Democrats,  and  one  Independent 
joined  to  defeat  it. 
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Despite  this  set-back  for  the  Bricker-George  forces, 
the  measure  is  not  dead  for  this  session  of  Congress.  A 
motion  by  Senator  Alton  A.  Lennon,  appointed  from  North 
Carolina  last  July,  proposed  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
made  earlier,  Lennon,  who  was  not  present  for  the  voting, 
exercised  his  right  to  move  a  reconsideration  because  of 
his  absence.  A  simple  majority  vote  is  required  to  pass 
the  motion  to  reconsider.  Considerable  doubt  remains, 
however,  whether  a  two-thirds  vote  can  then  be  raliie.J 
about  the  defeated  proposal. 

Both  Senators  Bricker  and  George  have  announced  that 
the  proposal,  if  defeated,  will  be  a  major  issue  in  the  fail 
elections,  and  that  they  will  resume  the  fight  next  ses¬ 
sion  of  Congress,  if  no  action  is  taken  by  this  Congress. 

300  PROTESTANTS  ATTEND  CHURCHMEN’S 
WASHINGTON  SEMINAR 

Three  hundred  Protestants  (including  6  Friends) 
attended  the  Annual  Churchmen’s  Washington  Seminar  at 
the  Church  of  the  Reformation,  near  the  Capitol,  from  I 
February  23*26.  The  theme  of  the  Seminar  was  "Your 
Government  and  You”.  The  Seminar  was  sponsored  by 
the  Washington  office  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches, 
and  the  FCNL  was  one  of  the  participants  in  making  the 
arrangements. 

The  program  consisted  of  lectures  by  leading  church¬ 
men,  newspapermen,  and  members  of  government,  both 
legislative  and  executive.  There  were  workshops  on  sub¬ 
jects  ranging  from  Refugee  Immigration  Programs,  Tech¬ 
nical  Assistance  and  Indian  Affairs  to  Foreign  Trade 
Policy  and  the  Reciprocal  Trade  Program.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  the  Seminar  was  Senator  Paul  Douglas’ 
speech  which  dealt  with  ethics  in  government.  Partici¬ 
pants  generally  seemed  to  feel  that  the  Seminar  was  a 
rewarding  experience,  diough  there  was  some  feeling  that 
the  program  reflected  too  much  the  current  reliance  on 
.  force  to  solve  ail  issues,  and  lacked  the  prophetic  in¬ 
sight  which  religious  leaders  should  always  give. 

Conference  to  Come:  An  All-American  Friends  confer¬ 
ence  on  civil  liberties  is  being 
called  by  the  American  section  of  the  Friends  World  Com¬ 
mittee  to  meet  at  Scattergood  School,  West  Branch,  Iowa, 
April  2-4.

“Provided  we  tinderstand  the  many  present  policies 
that  are  good,  so  that  we  get  behind  them  unitedly 
and  resolutely; 

“Provided  we  see  the  inadequacy  of  present  poli¬ 
cies,  so  that  we  round  them  out  to  a  global  whole: 

“Provided  we  develop  the  spiritual  power  without 
which  no  policy  can  be  more  than  a  makeshift.” 

Former  Secretary  of  State,  General  George  C. 
Marshall,  once  said,  “In  the  end,  it  is  the  American 
public  which  plays  the  decisive  role.”  Bishop  G. 
Bromley  Oxnam  once  appealed  to  churchmen  to  reg' 
ister  their  opinion  “at  the  place  decision  is  made 
before  it  is  made”  In  the  end  you — the  public — de 
termine  foreign  policy.

How  many 
burch  members  attend  political  party  meetings  and 
lelp  elect  (or  defeat)  the  persons  who  counsel  the 
ligher-ups?  Do  the  right  people  in  your  neighbor- 
lood  run  for  political  office?  If  not,  why?  Do  you  in- 
orm  your  U.S.  Senators  and  Representative  of  your 
,’iews  on  legislation? 


Rally  in  Support  of  Peace-Policy 

Act  for  peace  where  you  are:  in  the  women’s 
[roups,  service  or  civic  clubs;  store,  factory,  or 
iffice;  real  estate  association  or  labor  union;  wher- 
!ver  you  stand,  stand  for  policies  of  peace.  Do  you 
iign  neighborhood  petitions — sign  them  in  clear  con¬ 
science  as  responsible  Christian  citizens? 

How  can  you  learn  the  numbers  of  your  Congres- 
;ional  District,  Ward,  and  Precinct?  Your  local  news- 
laper  editor,  public  library,  or  post  office  should  be 
ible  to  supply  you  with  this  information.  A  personal 
nquiry,  telephone  call,  or  letter  should  bring  a  cor- 
ect  response  to  this  question.  For  official  and  com¬ 
pete  information  on  your  state  as  a  whole,  simply 
prite  to  the  Secretary  of  State  at  the  capital.

See  that  your  conclusions,  your  convictions,  and 
lecisions  reach  your  precinct,  ward,  city,  and  state 
wliticians,  as  well  as  the  White  House  and  both 
louses  of  Congress.

The  Gospel  in  the  Elarly  Churc 
and  now,  is  for  Jew  and  Gentile,  Greek  and  Roms 
bound  and  free,  American  and  Russian.  The  fellow] 
ship  of  Christians  is  ecumenical — ^world-wide.  Chris 
tian  citizens  have  a  unique  responsibility  for  suppoi 
ing  policies  and  legislation  in  harmony  with  world 
wide  applications  of  justice,  good  will,  and  peace. 

Christian  faith  teaches  that  earthly  things 
transitory;  that  earthly  governments,  as  well  as  inc 
viduals,  are  subject  to  a  higher  moral  law — ^and 
their  acts  are  judged  by  it.  Policies  and  acts 
government,  we  maintain,  should  be  brought  int 
harmony  with  world-wide  Christian  principles.

Mankind  stands  in  great  peril.  May  God  save 
state!  Christians  ought  to  pray  privately  and  in  publi 
services  of  divine  worship  for  those  in  governmei] 
holding  high  responsibility  in  establishing  justice 
freedom,  and  peace.  The  kingdom  of  this  world  is  no| 
yet  the  Kingdom  of  God,  but  we  should  seek  to  ordej 
earthly  policies  and  programs  in  harmony  with 
principles  of  His  Kingdom.
